Kentucky Troops Get Large 
Amounts. 

Kentucky get3 nearly $80,000 this 
year for the benefit of her militia. 
The money comes in allotments from 
$4,000,000 appropriated by Congress 
for militia purposes, which is based in 
part upon Congressional representa- 
tion and in part upon the enlisted 
militia strength of the Stat.-s. Ken- 
tucky’s allotment is divided as follows 

In the basis of a representation of 
thirteen in Congress, the State gets 
$38,144.31 for arms, equipments and 
camp purposes, and $12,714.77 for the 
promotion of rifle practice a total of 
$50,859.08. 

In the basis of an enlisted militia 
strength of 1.986, the State gets $11,- 
163.36 for ammunition, an allowance 
equal to 50 per cent of the regular 
army allowance to soldiers for his 
purpose, and $17,159.52 for miliary 
supplies, which incluuts an allowance 
of $8.33$ per man for clothing. The 
total under the second appropriation is 
$28,322.88. 

The grand total of allotments for 
the Blue Grass State is $79,181.96 and 
more may be coming to Kentucky out 
of a reserve fund of $40,000 for lemer- 
gencies. The balance of which will be 
distributed at the close of the fiscal 
year June 1911, acording to the enlist- 
ed militia strength.

Celebrated Stallion Dead. 

Orlando the celebrated stallion 
owned by Woodford Brothers, died at 
“Arcadia,” the country home of Mr. 
Ben Woodford. The horse became ill 
with colic and, notwithstanding sever- 
al prominent veterinary surgeons were 
called in consultation, the noted sire 
passed away. 

Orlando was an English production 
and was bred by Lord Beresford, and 
was sold as a yearling for $7,500. As 
a two-year-old he won the Richmond, 
Prince of Wales Stakes, Middle Park 
Plate, Dewhurst Plate and Homebred 
Foal States. At three he captured 
I the Ecilpse Stakes, Sussex Stakes, 
Great Foal. Champion, Limekil and 
Subscription Stakes. At four he took 
the Roupse Memorial Stakes, Ecilpse 
Stakes, for the second time, and the 
Gordon Stakes. 

The horse was then s-jld to his pres- 
ent owners for a handsome figure and 
brough to America in the spring of 
1903. Orlando was sired by Orme, out 
of Huelva. 

Orlando is the sire of Whimsical, one 
of the greatest two and three-year-olds 
of 1905 and 1906 capturing eight races 
at two and nine race at three; Orline, 
Stoner Hill, The Wrestler, Oveland, 
Barringo, Jim Myers, the very good 
winner Orlndot, the stake winner 
Plantland, Orlandwick, Ordono, Land; 
Breeze, Jeff Berr.stein, Virlando, Top-! 
land, Lothario, Friend Harry and 
Prince Imperial., i 

Orbn io was yet a young hors? and 
mu» h was expteted cf him for tne tu-j 
tjie. He bad not been looking wt-L 
fi.r some time and his condition was 1 
diagnosed as constipation. He bter 
developed colic in an acute form and 
died. 

The death of this great horse i 3 a 
distinct loss to the ra-.ing interests of 
the countiy anud a heavy one to his 
owners. Orlando was buried at 
“Arcadia” and a suitable headstone 
will mark his grave and tell to future 
generations his record as a racer and 
sire of runneis.
